BOOTLEGGERS MUST NOW PAY 
THE INCOME TAX 


LONDON, July 27.—(Can. Press | 
Cable)—Bootleggers must pay Do-| 
miniion income tax, the same as 
persons engeged in lawful business, 
according to the decision of the judi- 
ciial committee of the privy council, 
given togay in the appeal of the Ca- 
nadiian minister of finance against 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
of Canada in the case of Cecil R. 
Smith of Windsor, Ontario. The ap- 
peal was allowed and Smith was or- 
dered to pay the cost of the appeal. 


Their lordships of the judicial 
committee, in giving judgment to- 
day on the appeal from the supreme 
court’s declaration from income re- 
ceived from illiciit transactions, 
such as bootlegging, is not subject 
to the federal income tax, state that 
they find no valid reason for holding 
that the Dominiion parliament in- 
tended to exclude such dealers from 
the operation of the income tax. 
They state that this is particularly 
the case as such exclusion would 
result in raising the burden of taxa- 
tioin on the people through Can- 
ada who are engaged in lawful busi- 
ness. Moreover, their lordships state, 
it was the natural intention of par- 
liament in passing the income tax 
bill, to make the tax apply on the
